No. 49.—Notes on the rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Australia 
during the year 1945. 


rainfall was so deficient, that, at the close of the period, 
dition, water supplies depleted, and reserves of fodder re- 
duced to a minimum, the ample rains which in 1945 extended over the south-western divisions 
and portion of the pastoral areas were more than ordinarily beneficial ; but the season was much 
less satisfactory in the pastoral areas than it was in the agricultural and dairying districts. Per- 
haps the outstanding feature of the year’s weather in 1945 was the remarkably heavy rainfall 
on and near the central coast and in western sections of the south coastal divisions, some places 
in this region experiencing the wettest year on record ; the registrations included 6,992 points at 
Jarrahdale, 6,729 points at Pemberton, and 6,241 points at Glenoran, In Perth, rain occurred 
on 137 days and the aggregate fall of 5,267 points was the heaviest on record ; while at nearby 
stations in the Darling Ranges, 5,531 points were recorded at Kalamunda, and 5,431 points at 


Mundaring.

The area in which more than the normal year’s rainfall was received comprised the whole 
of the south-western divisions (except very small scattered sections in the Eastern wheat belt), 
and extended through part of the East Gascoyne Division to Meekatharra and Three Springs. 


Over the East Gascoyne Division as a whole, however, the year’s rainfall was only five per 
cent. above normal and, though the Fortescue Division recorded a surplus of 30 per cent., this 
statistical result was derived chiefly from heavy falls in the seaboard sections from Roebourne 
to Onslow. Elsewhere in the pastoral divisions, rainfall surpluses were limited in the vicinity 
of Broome, Gascoyne Junction, and Eucla. In the region which received less rain than usual, 
totals of more than 10 inches were reached only in Kimberley Division sections from the latitude 
of Anna Plains northwards, and in far western and southern sections of the south-eastern divi- 
sions; and less than 6 inches was recorded over most of the subtropics eastwards from a line 


joining Lawlers, Kalgoorlie, and Widgiemooltha. 


The lowest registrations reported were 378 points at Rawlinna and 388 points at Widgie- 
mooltha. 


The year commenced with a dry month fairly generally except in the Kimberleys and in 
the Eucla Division ; heat waves were fairly frequent and severe, and, late in January there were 
serious bush fires in the lower South-West. Tropical rainstorm influence in the form of a cyclonic 
storm, was, however, marked in February, and affected the West Kimberley, DeGrey, and Fortescue 
seaboards and parts of the West Gascoyne. Winds of hurricane force caused great damage at 
Onslow and on stations in the West Gascoyne, together with loss of life at Onslow, and heavy 


rains flooded the Gascoyne River. 


Another cyclone with more heavy rain occurred in the Fortescue and DeGrey in March, and 
the North and West Kimberleys also received good rains from this storm, but severe damage 
was caused at Roebourne and on many stations in the district. The Fortescue and Robe 


rivers were flooded and many pastoral properties were isolated. 


In April, the North Kimberleys received their last good rains for the season but, otherwise, 
the tropics commenced a dry spell which (except in the Fortescue) continued until after the winter. 


In the wheat belt the season commenced inauspiciously with a rainfall shortage which was 
experienced also on the South coast, and very markedly in the eastern subtropics. Conditions 
improved but little in May except as regards some good rains in the North Coastal agricultural 
division and on the South coast, but at many places in the wheat belt seeding was further delayed 
pending rain, although in some areas it was necessary to resort to dry seeding. 


A remarkable change occurred in June, when the southern belt of low barometric pressure 
moved northwards over the southern half of the State and remained there from 8th June to 30th 
June causing abnormal and prolonged rains, particularly in the south-western divisions and to a 
lesser extent in the West Gascoyne, the Fortescue, and in most of the eastern subtropical areas 
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other than the Eucla division. M

In the tropics, August was exceptionally dry. The September and October rains as a whole 
were below normal in the wheat belt a 


nd this lessened the yield in the southern sections, but was 
comparatively unimportant elsewhere, September rains were, however, above normal over all 
except in the southern wheat belt, and there was a severe wind gust (64 m.p.h.) at Perth on 9th 
September. 


November rains were above normal from the West Gascoyne to the Central coast and there 
was some damage to the wheat in North Coastal division, but, except in the East Kimberleys, 
rainfall was deficient elsewhere. December weather was marked by another cyclonic storm at 
Wyndham where the wind reached 75 miles an hour on 9th December, and caused extensive damage 


and on 3lst December another cyclone (with winds of up to 70 m.p.h.), caused considerable struc- 
tural damage at Exmouth Gulf. 


The attendant rainfall was heavy in the North Kimberley division where Wyndham received 
941 points and fairly heavy in the DeGrey and Fortescue divisions, South from the tropics, 
rainfall was above normal on a seaboard strip from Shark Bay to Hopetoun and in the Eucla 
division, but was deficient elsewhere ; and harvesting proceeded under rather cool but otherwise 
favourable conditions. Despite the disadvantages of phenomenally late seeding, excessive rains 
in June, a sown average less than was contemplated, and an insufficiency of superphosphate, 
poor germination in some areas (in the southern wheat belt), and lack of good finishing rains, 
the wheat crop reached what was regarded as the satisfactory amount of 20,500,000 bushels. 


In the south-western districts, the wool clips were fairly well grown, but showed somewhat 
more condition than is usual. Lambing results were below normal owing to the poor condition 
of the ewes after an unfavourable summer, and because of the cold wet weather in the lambing 
season. Beyond the south-western divisions, the season at most places was not a good one, except 
on the Murchison and on the seaboard sections of the Fortescue and the DeGrey. Torrential down- 
pours in the Roebourne and Ashburton areas caused heavy losses of livestock and damage to 


improvements, and the Gascoyne suffered from a plague of grasshoppers which devastated pastur- 
age and many homestead gardens.
